



AGOL A SURPRISING WINNER. 

The Wheeler Handicap, 1 1-4 miles for three- 
year-olds and upwards, is a turf event im- 
mortalized in racing history because one of its 
winners, Morello, set a mark not likely to be 
reached by a 3-year-old, when with 117 pounds 
^p he ran first past the judges in the record 
time (weight and age considered) of 2:05. 

The repetition yesterday of this turf fixture 
•attracted the largest crowd of the meeting, bar 
-Derby Day and July 4, and possibly 10,000 
persons saw the race, worth $4,415 to the win- 
ner, $700 to the second and $300 to the third 
horse. Twelve starters w'ere carded, but the 
blue pencil extinguished the names of The 
Homan, Macy and Candlebiack. The day was 
an ideal one for racing, with its clear sky. 
warm air and light breezes. The track was in 
perfect condition. Of the ten that cantered 
to the post for the Wheeler Handicap it may 
be said that, taken as a field, the lot was the 
best that has this year in the west faced the 
starter. First to the eye of the amateur race- 
goer came^Pink Coat, Woodford & Buckner’s 
<’^ck son of Leonatus, for this horse had won 
Ti great American Derby. John Bright, Talbot 
Bros.’ son of Sir Dixon had lowered the colors 
■pf the foregoing, but then it was on a “foreign” 
track, and few of the occupants of the carriages 
and grand stand knew of this defeat of the pop- 
ular favorite. What er Lou, John Huffman’s 
entry, might be supposed to be trained to the 
hour by so careful a handler as the man to 
whom much of the success of Chicago’s pet 
mare, YoTambien, was due, and sired by White, 
a horse that ran the grand Los Angeles a dead 
heat for the Latonia Derby. What er Lou was 
fancied further by reason of his win of the two 
big handicaps of this year at St. Louis and his 
:seconds for the Oakwood and Great Western 
Handicaps of the present meeting, in both of 
which races the record had been broken. 

Next in favor, and possibly first with advo- 
cates of the time test, came Goodrich, “Hops” 
Laudeman’s colt by Patron, holder of the 
world’s record at 1 1-2 miles. Now he only car- 
ried 5 pounds more than on the day that he set 
the peg, and such a diff erence in weight seemed 
trivial to enthusiasts. Then there was Imp, 
Ohio bred, with all the speed of the Wagners, 
and the hard bottom blood of the horses of 
the olden days of the Buckeye State, wont as 
were they to run heats from noon until sun- 
down. Imp had at this meeting beat Macy. 
possibly as good a horse as any racing here, but 
maybe “given too much of it.” 

Mr. Schorr’s champion was Algol, bred from 
the imported horse. Top Gallant, and as a 
2-year-old this colt was up to carrying 123 
pounds and beating the best in the west. White 
Frost, carried the colors of Ed Gardner, 
one of the richest of Tennessee breed rs, a man 
known in many capacities for thirty years as a 
sport of high class. She was the sole represen- 
tative of Iroquois, the only American horse to 
win the Epsom Derby. Her class last year was 
Tery high, but at this meeting her only per- 
formance has been a defeat of Candlebiack. 
Elusive, another of the starters, was a new- 
<;omer, but J. B. Respass is a horseman of re- 
^wn and his Sir Dixon mare had performed 
at Latonia, beating Azucena at one mile 
and seventy yards, and the last named race-nag 
ran a mile over Washington Park July 16 in 
1:39. An added started was George Poole’s 
Boanerges, 108 pounds up, a record breaker 
himself, as on July 6 he ran a mile and three- 
sixteenths in l:58i. Completing the parade 
was Dr. Sheppard, son of Buchanan, winner of 
the Kentucky Derby. Fred Foster, whose suc- 
<jess with Dr. Rice will make him well remem- j 
bered, sent this big fellow to the post, and he 
had many followers. 



In fine, when the flag fell a large majority of 
the spectators had in an inside pocket a ticket 
representing a wager on one or another of the 
starters, for the weights were well assigned and 
no horse but what could not by this or that sys- 
tem of handicapping be discovered to have an 
excellent chance of winning. The opening bet- 
ting was : Pink Coat ( W. Martin), 2 to 1 ; What 
er Lou (Foucon), 3 to 1; Goodrich (Thorpe), 
5 to 1; John Bright (Conley) and Boanerges 
(Cay wood), 6 to 1 each; Algol (T. Burns), 8 to 1; 
Elusive (Everett), 8 to 1; White Frost (Barrett), 
Dr. Sheppard (H. Martin) and Imp (L. Reiff), 
10 to 1 each. Ten minutes of extra time was 
allowed for the speculators, and the final bet- 
ting was : Pink Coat, 3, 1, 1-2; Goodrich, 4, 7-5, 
7-10; What or Lou, 4, 8-5, 3-5; Algol, 10, 4, 2; 
Elusive, 10, 4. 2; John Bright, 12, 5, 24; Boan- 
erges, 12, 5, 24; White Frost, 15,6,3; Imp, 15,6,3; 
Dr. Sheppard, 20, 8, 3. 

The race disappointed everybody, as to a 
splendid start Algol was the first to show. Pink 
Coat, off with him, only staying alongside an 
instant, and in a furlong’s run Schorr’s horse 
was clear, and sailing along in front he won 
away off. Passing the stand Dr. Sheppard, Imp 
and Pink Coat raced side and side and the 
same bunch formed the division behind the fly- 
ing leader as the back stretch was made. The 
sa me positions obtained at the half mile ground, 
where White Frost was fifth and John Bright 
sixth. Here Goodrich and White Frost were 
many lengths behind Dr. Sheppard, who was 
second to Algol, and What er Lou 
trailed along several open lengths be- 
hind every horse. In the straight. White Frost, 
Elusive and Goodrich raced side and side— 
Boanerges never prominent— and as first Imp 
and then Dr. Sheppard died away it became a 
pretty race amongst the three named horses for 
the pickings of the table. Pink Coat ran 
gamely on and managed to get the third money, 
but Goodrich swept by and took place honors. 

Algol’s time tied the world’s record 2:044 made 
July 16 last, but his performance is the better 
of the two as he carried 7 pounds more, both 
horses being 4 year-olds. 

In the first race, Frank Bell, off second to 
Queen of Song, ran away from the field like a 
quarterhorse, and opening a gap of many 
lengths, increased it at every jump. Queen of 
Song distanced all others. Sea Lion was third 
until close in when Boney Boy came on and got 
third money, all others beaten off. Hardy Par- 
dee was never in it. 

Vandusen, who had won on Frank Bell, 
“threw across the plate” St. Alfonses D. the 
easiest of winners, although he never got to the 
front until the last eighth, there passing on next 
the rails. Ferroll and Daily Racing Form 
blazed the way and rounded into the stretch 
in front, the former retaining the lead until 
displaced by St. Alfonses D. At the last eighth 
Daily Racing Form died to nothing and Eight 
Bells took his place when from behind came 
Barataria with a rush and ran home second, 
Ferroll finishing ahead of Eight Bells, who, off 
well enough had a hard time in getting around 
the others. Dousterswivel ran a fair race. 

For the fourth race, Bellicoso went out, ac- 
companied by Bing Binger, Topmast being 
third. So the first three at the half mile, only 
Barrett’s horse was leading. At the quar- 
ter rounding into the back stretch, Hugh 
Penny and Dunois were last, but both moved 
up, Hugh Penny being third at the upper turn, all 
closely together except Charley Christy trail- 
ing by two .engthb. Now “Skeets” Martin 
raced Dunois around on the outside and enter- 
ing the strai^ilt was near the front rank. At 
the last eighth Hugh Penny and Dunois were 
fighting for ^he lead when from the rear came 
Schorr’s selLng plater and joining them, the 



trio made a pretty race of it to the final 100 
yards, Charley Christy there drawing away 
from Hugh Penny second and Dunois third. 

In the fifth race Muskalonge was given a bad 
start, the others getting off evenly. Donna Rita, 
The Elector, Eddie Burke was the order from 
the club bouse turn to the finish. Libertine 
was fourth up the back stretch. Hohenzollern 
looked dangerous at the head oi the straight, 
but soon had enough. 

The wind-up of a most successful race meet- 
ing came when Melter crossed the line a winner 
and just then the rumor was circulated that 
R. J. Fitzgerald had informed John Condon 
that Hawthorne would not open Monday but 
leave Harlem in undisputed possession of the 
field for two weeks. Not a single man was 
heard to demur to this, the only reasonable way 
out of a tangle which threatened a race war. 
Melter ran second to Dan Rico until the last 
sixteenth, where Thorpe outrode Barrett. Don 
Quixote finished third. 

Pat Dunne said; “I had a bet on Pink Coat. 
He ran a good race having up almost too much 
weight for a three-year-old, especially as ho 
was near the front in the fastest run part of the 
race.” 

Ex-Mayor John P. Hopkins and Col. J. D. 
Hopkins were out. 

Harry White arrived from 3t. Louis. 

Mr. Schorr’s stable boj s all had a bet on Algol. 

There were twenty-five regular and three field 
books, the additions in the big ring being John 
Fey, J. Duckworth, George North and William- 
son. 

Henry Johnson is at Saratoga. 

Eckert & O’Neill handled $26,000 last Satur- 
day at Brighton Beach and of that amount 
kept $4,000. 

METHODS OF JOCKEYS. 

In speaking of Sloan and his faithful imita- 
tor, an Eastern writer has this to say. “The 
remarkable riding of Tod Sloan in the East 
this season has given the public much to talk 
about. No matter what one may say about 
Sloan picking his mounts, the fact remains 
that in the art of ridin? he is a master. He is 
as far ahead of other jockeys riding as the 
American gunner outclasses his Spanish ene- 
my. Sloan has but one imitator. That is 
Danny Maher. He had but ;one predecessor, 
and that was Snapper Garrison. The famous 
Snapper rode in a style peculiarly his own. It 
is a difficult style to describe. It Jwas more of 
a crouch than anything else. Sloan’s dimin- 
utive stature enables him to ape the Snap- 
per’s style and with better results than the 
Snapper himself ever achieved. Maher copies 
Sloan closely, crouching well forward on his 
mount. It is a remarkable coincidence that 
these three jockeys, who ride in almost the 
same style have done great work in the sad- 
dle. The Snapper became known the world 
over. Sloan’s success last year was’the talk of 
turf circles in every corner of the globe. Maher 
has yet to become famous, but his w’ork is more 
remarked every day he rides. Maher lacks 
the years of patient work which have brought 
Sloan to his present state of perfection. The 
remarkable superiority of these jockeys over 
Simms, Taral, Doggett, Williams and*others is 
beyond question. Let any one of the four 
named jockeys ride a horse, and.should Sloan 
have the mount on the same horse a few days 
later that horse’s form will shoXv from ten to 
fifteen pounds improvement. There is*no dis- 
puting this fact. Maher is not so great an im- 
provement, for, as remarked above, he as yet 
lacks the experience and judgment. But he 
has a beautiful pair of hands and the Sloan 
seat, and many prefer this joungster to Simms, 
Doggett or other jockeys.” ‘ 



THE REPORTED COMPROMISE. 

When this paper went to press Mr. Edward 
Corrigan had not been found. Harry Kuhl, sec* 
retary at Hawthorne, knew nothing of the com- 
promise, and said that he had left Mr. Corrigan 
at 5:30 p. m. Saturday and that nothing was 
said other than that Hawthorne would surely 
open Monday. 

Mr. Horace Tomlinson said that he knew R. 
J. Fitzgerald, supposedly representing Corri- 
gan, had tossed a coin for dates with W. E. Ap- 
plegate, representing Condon and that the lat- 
ter had won, the agreement having been that 
the winner should race two weeks, the loser the 
following fortnight and thereafter the rival 
tracks should alternate on two week stretches. 

W. E. Applegate said: “Dick Fitzgerald came 
to me about the time of the second race and 
queried, ‘Has anything further been done 
looking to a settlement?’ I answered ‘No,’ and 
then he proposed tossing a coin for dates and 
tried to get Corrigan’s sanction by telephone. 
Failing to catch Ed, he said, ‘go to Condon and 
propose the matter. I will take the responsi- 
bility myself.’ 

“Interviewing Condon, the latter seemed 
averse to talking of any compromise giving 
Harlem less than three weeks but finally said 
‘Let her go. I will stand for two weeks turn 
about.’ So I went and got a ten dollar gold 
piece, gave it to Fitzgerald and he tossing it, 
I called ‘head’ and won. Therefore I suppose 
all is settled, and the story that is floated is 
correct.” 

Condon said, “Dick Fitzgerald said the battle 
was over and that Harlem and Hawthorne 
are at peace.” Now Mr. Corrigan’s, sanction of 
Fitzgerald s work is the only thing necessary. 
There is an “angle,” however, known of only by 
the few that is of importance enough to create 
a possibility of Corrigan’s repudiation of Fitz- 
gerald’s act and in this case Hawthorne will 
undoubtedly be opened Monday. 

LOCAL RACING THIS WEEK. 

With the close of a magnificent meeting at 
Washington Park, local racing action shifts to 
Harlem, where, for two weeks to come, the 
thoroughbreds will hold sway and then go, it is 
said, to Hawthorne for a like term of two weeks. 
The situation is one pleasing to all horsemen, 
who, to a man, dreaded the consequences of an 
unnecessary lacing conflict. 

The Harlem meeting opens with purse races 
Monday and Tuesday, seven events being sched- 
uled for decision Monday, with such good horses 
as Fervor, Eddie Burke, Traverser, Boanerges, 
Dave Waldo, Abuse, Newsgatherer, Mary Black, 
Spirituelle, Galathee, Hardy Pardee, Dunois, 
Charley Christy, Bing Binger, Cambrian, Tar- 
tarian and others gifted with speed and quality, 
among the entries. The first stake event will be 
decided W’ednesday, when the Junior Stakes at 
six furlongs, for 2-year-olds, $1,000 added, will be 
run off. It closed with fifty-three entries, prom- 
inent among them being Jolly Roger, The Bar- 
rister, Toluca, Billy House, Miss Marion, For- 
mero. King Barleycorn, Kentucky Colonel, Cath- 
edral, Lobos and Judge Tarvin. 

The Oak Park Stakes, a mile dash for 3-year- 
olds, will be decided Saturday. It has $1 000 
added and closed with fifty-six entries, among 
which are such meritorious performers as Pin- 
gree. Traverser, Eddie Jones, Miss Gussie, 
Martha II., Fonsavannah, Hurly Burly, St. Cal- 
latine, Candlebiack, Floronso, Goodrich, A1 
Fresco, Pacemaker, Lieber Karl, Ed Farrell 
and Frank Thompson, material to furnish a 
smashing good race.

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NOTES OF THE TURF. 



The Special Commissioner of the London 
Sportsman says : “In an interesting conversa- 

tion which I had with Mr. Lorillard, he fully 
agreed as to the palpable excellence of New- 
haven II. and exactly expressed my own ideas 
as to climatic influences in the breeding of race 
horses. ‘No farmer,’ said he, ‘would dream of 
growing wheat year after year from seed raised 
on the same land, and it is the same with pota- 
toes or any other products of the soil. You 
want climatib change in these things, and so it 
is with horses. You do right to bring Austral- 
ian horses here. They are sure to improve your 
stock.’ 1 have not the slightest doubt that it is 
change of climate which makes a horse that 
has been a stud failure in England succeed 
when he goes to America, or elsewhere, and, as 
I have often said, if the Duke of Westminster 
would give old Bend Or a chance he would even 
yet sire a second Ormonde.” 

On account of the owners of the best horses 
declining to meet Hamburg, the race for the 
Brighton Cup now looks as if it will dwindle 
down to Hamburg, Semper Ego, Don d’Oro, 
and probably Howard Mann. It is much to be 
regretted that Ben Holladay is not on hand, so 
that the two Hanover horses could run first and 
second, and, according to the record of cup 
races, it might be the older horse that would 
finish first. It seems rather late in the day for 
the owners of old horses to raise all this fuss 
over the scale of weights, as they knew what 
the scale was when they made their entries. It 
is time that owners woke up to the fact that 
they must do their share toward keeping up 
the high class end of racing, as nothing draws 
with the public as do such events as the Brigh- 
ton Cup. — Morning Telegraph. 

It don’t make any difference to St. Louis 
what the outcome of the race war between 
Hawthorne and Harlem is going to be. The 
sport is on a better footing in this city now 
than it has been in years. The betting game at 
the Fair Grounds is simply immense. Fifteen 
books cut in for three days Wednesday. Wash- 
ington Park, with its big purses and all the 
good horses, has only twenty. Give St. Louis 
the same kind of racing Washington Park is 
enjoying ond there would be business for thirty 
books at the Fair Grounds.— St. Louis Republic.
